It may be 
asked, with some pertinence, w hether m en have 
been employed there in various duties from th at

to be sergeants, so as thus to be enabled to draw 
Increased pay for tbelr unn o rtan t and osefnl call- 
ingt. And In the case of the cook, as every one 
knows, no second class hotel here can secure the 
services of a good French or German cook a t a ra te 
of wages less th an from $100 to $176 p er m onth. 
Of eonrsc the pay of sergeant would never m eet 
th e requirem ents of the augnst functionary who 
periorm s the delicate task of catering to the re- 
te e d and sensitive epicurean palates of the “ytimCfe 
royale,” and so It Is said th a t this individual m ast 
be appointed to the rank of captain, w ith pay 
•ro p er, BO as to bo qj^abied to m anage bis "joieta, 
V«MS and patisserie, u 
The Secretary of War will have am ple opportu­ 
nity to explain these unhandsom e travesties of the 
w ar god, which can only be considerately regarded 
by a very liberal adaptation of tbe m em orable say­ 
ing, “Peace hath her victories not less renowned 
th an w ar.” 
a com panion evil to tbls existed for 
some time In the arm y daring the early p art of the 
w ar, whereby officers who w ere allowed rations 
and pay for servants whom they never employed, 
but In Ueu thereof bad soldiers detailed from a 
company on the rolls of which they were paid, and 
hence these gallant officers pocketed tbe funds and 
Uncle Sam paid for services which be did n o t re­ 
ceive. But the tim e came when some honest, fair- 
m inded m en saw this glaring and Increasing fraud, 
w hereupon due representations w ere made, after 
corresponding investigations, to the W ar D epart­

Thus tbo arm y was 
purged of this rascality. K indred w ith this mUap- 
piicatlon of the services of those in governm ent 
em ploy la the prevailing costom am ong officials to 
have the m essengers atten d a t their honses, make 
a p bedding, black sboes, w ait on table and do 
chores generaUy for which the governm ent Is made 
to pay. How m any m ore Im portant dom estic dnties

This had 
often elicited the observation In Congress and 
th e country th at $36,000,ooo was an enormous sum 
for the support of an arm y of b u t so,ooo m en. which 
would be ever $1,000 a m an.

th a t the tru th of tbe m atter was th at the cost of 
th e arm y was $12.600,000 for pay, m ileage and 
ordinary expenses of the General and staff. Signal 
corps.

of nationality against tbe vessel or her owner, aud 
thereiore tbat the best coarse lor me would be to 
do nothing in the m atter for the time being, nor 
probably until the vessel was restored to the Unlteff 
states, unless, meanwhile, my governm ent should 
in some way, by its proper officers, call upon me 
for inform ation. 
Following tbe advice of my counsel, I have re­ 
m ained quietly in New York attenalng regularly 
to my business, well knowing th at the governm unt 
could easily cum m nnicatc with me if It desired, 
unUl now, when I learn from the new spapers that 
the Attorney-General of the United S tates on the 
17th m at. condemned me and the Virginias—hini- 
sell deciding both the law and the facts—In a pro­ 
ceeding to which I was not summoned, and agam st 
a vessel which was y et in the Golf 01 Mexico. 
The only copy 01 this opinion or tbe A ttorney 
General that I have seen has been In the New York 
new spapers of the 23d lost., and from such a copy 
1 ex tra ct In this letter. 
Prom this opinion I learn th at on the llth of De­ 
cem ber yon w rote to the Attorney General, sub- 
m ittlng "a large nnm ber of docum ents and depo- 
slU ons;” after an exam ination or which he has 
w ritten you a letter, which conclndes as fo llo w s:- 
"I decide tbat tbe steam er Virginias at the tune of 
h er capture was w ithout right aud Im properly car­ 
rying the American flag.” 
The foundation of fact opon which this opinion, 
or, as 1 should perhaps say (using tbe words 
of tho A ttorney General), this decision seems to 
re st Is stated by the A ttorney General to be 
because tbe YlrgUilas "had not been registered 
according to law ;” and this lact Is said to have 
been proved by the testim ony of certain w it­ 
nesses nam ed in the decision. The prooeedlug 
In which these witnesses were exam ined Is not 
exp lain ed ; but the A ttorney General invests their 
depositions w ith aü the force which belomra to 
evidence, taken judicially. In the presence of the 
p arty to be aflfected thereby, who has had an op­ 
portunity to contradict the sam e; and he so Uivesis 
them when he says : - 
"Nothing appears to weaken the force of this 
testim ony, though the witnesses were generally 
sabjected to c ro s s -e x a m u ia tio u a n d again, when 
he decided as fo llo w s:- 
“I cannot do ctuérwlse than to hold upon this 
evidence th at P atti rsun’s oath was false, and th at 
the registry o b uined Ui his name was a iraud upon 
the navigation laws 01 the United s ta te s.” 
The plain Im port of these words Is, th at a legal 
Investigation has been made against m e, th at 
I have cross-examined the witnesses, and th at I 
have been unable to offer anyihlug to "w eaken 
the force of their testlm ouy.” If anything were 
needed to strengthen this plain Inierenco from 
the language used 
the public has found the 
sam e In the Im probability 
th at the A ttorney 
General wonld assume to decide a question, af­ 
fecting so seriously, not only the character and 
rights of an American citizen, but also the 
standing of the United SU tes upon a question 
so Im portant as th at which was involved in his 
decision, w l.hont, at least, giving to the person 
m ost interested therein an opportnnity to be 
beard. 
How these proofs w ere taken I can only infer 
from the decision Itself, which qnotes from the 
protocol "th a t If Spain should prove to the satis­ 
faction of the United States tbat the Vlrginlus was 
not entitled to carry the flag,” then a certain 
salute Bhonld be dispensed wlto, and I, therefore, 
suppose th at Spain tarnished tbe proof, which, In 
tne absence 01 any oontradictlon, has made ,a case 
"to the satisfaction” of the Attorney General. 
B at w hether this testim ony was taken bv Spain 
alone, or by tho United States alune, or by the two 
governm ents acting together, Iknow not, lor 1 was 
not present and have n o t seen It. 
But 1 do know 
and do assure you th at any testim ony th at 1 was 
not the trae and sole owner of the Vlrginlus a t the 
tune when sbe was registered la ntteriy false; (or 1 
did not sw ear falsely, but truly, when I took the 
oath neoea«ary to obtain her registry as an Ameri­ 
can vessel, and of this I rem ata certain, notw ith­ 
standing the A ttorney General has decided that 
he “cannot do otherw ise than to hold” to the 
contrary. 
It is not p art of my present pnrpose now to criti­ 
cise the testim ony which Spain has furnished to 
tne Attorney OoneraL Spain bod the right to 
m ake an ex parte case against me and the Vlr- 
g ln iu s; and my governm eut could not but receive 
the same, and thereupon determ ine w hether or 
not It wonld proceed against me and her in the 
co u ru by due process of law ; and 1 suppose such 
was your object in referring this er parte case to 
the .Attorney General for an opinion. Of all this I 
could not have com plained; but. on the s u te of 
foots till now existing, 1 did not suppose It pos­ 
sible th at spam could, by a m ere ex parte case, 
tarnish proof “to the satisfaction of the United 
S tates” sufficient to o o u in a judgm ent which, 
though It may not be final against me, wuuld 
seem to be final and conclusive upon tbo United 
States in its controversy w uh Spam. 
Tbe governm ent had for mouths by Its crnlscra 
protected the Vlrginlus against Spanish war ships. 
Whose officers bad protested th at her registry 
papers w ere Illegal; ana within tbe last few weeks 
our country has been on the verge of a w ar with 
Spam, Which war would have been justifiable ouly 
on toe ground tb at the Virginias was American 
until the contrary was legally proved m a court 
of the United States 1 an d I had been advised 
tb at no decision could Ds made against me and 
her, except after an open trial 
In court, m 
which accusers and aoonaed would be alike repre- 
eented. 
^ ^ t w arns, however, th at I have been wrongly ad- 


The’ SoUcltor of the Treasury had given me a blU 
of sale of the Virginios, in which he bad agreed 
with me and my assians "to w arrant and defend 
the said steam er agalnet all and every person and 
persons whomsuever.” I Iiad tbsreupon sworn 
she waa m lu e; and the governm ent bad given her 
an American register, which has ever since pro­ 
tected h er; when now, of a sodden, just as sbe Is 
being s«!orted to the United States, not perhaps as 
kcrM lf Innocent, oat yet as a kind of trophy of 
snecssstal negotiations to m sln u in tbe rights of 
tne United States, tins bUl of sale, this oath, this 
register, this protection, and, as it seems to me, 
even this rejoicing over rights m alnutned, are 
each and all held to be a Hand both upon tbo 
United States auo Spain; and tb u decision Is made, 
to p at It as strongly as possible, simply because, 
perhaps, a dozen persons have sworn that 1 did 
not pay tho United S tates for tho Vlrginlus w ith 
my own money. 
The property of any hin diord might, by a sim ilar 
process, be proved to belong to his tenant, if only 
haU of the persons employed by th at tenant could 
be made to sw ear tb at tbe landlord did not own 
tbe sam e; nor would anything "appear to weaken 
the force of this testim ony,” If the landlord were 
not caUed Into court. And this m ight, perhaps, 
even be "corroborated” if it could not be “found” 
th at either tho landlord or the ten an t had "m- 
aured” the bnlldtng " a lte r,” as tn the caw of the 
Virginias, "pam s bad been taken to aso eru tn the 
aam e.” 
If, m Spam, an inquiry had been in stitu ted 
which was to affect my rlghta of person or prop­ 
erty I should have l>cen protected by tbe w veuth 
article of the treaty of 1796 between that country 
and the United Stales, which declares th at United 
S tates olUzens, in all trtais in spam m which thetr 
their rlghta ore coneerned, "shall have free access 
to be p resent a t the prooeedmgs In such causes 
and at the taking 01 all exam inations and evidence 
which may bs exhibited.” 
B at here In my own country, Spain tam kibinff 
eat p m u evidence against me, 1 have been con­ 
demned, as 1 eoaM tm t nave been lawfully con­ 
demned even in spatn. 
Leavtag the caw as tbe decision of the A ttorney 
General leaves it. it sw m s to m e th at Spain, aftw 


having violated her treaty'4d>ilffttloRs by execnt- 
ing American citizens in Cuba without due process 
of law. has sncceciied, even wltlfout a hearing, m 
condem ning both me and tho Virjrtsms, hero In 
the united Sistes. where United s ta te s citisena 
should at le u t have as mnoh piotection againsc 
Spain as Spam has agreed to give them when they 
m iy be on trial m Spam. 
Even Captain Fry and 
Ills uniortunaie companions have had one advan­ 
tage over m e; .or tney were present before the 
extem porized Judge who condemned them upon 
evidence whicn, evenli lalse. they yet heard. 
Of course 1 am aw are that, however controlling 
this decision may be In condem nation of my gov­ 
ernm ent. the rights of inoividual citizens are so 
protected by the constltnuon that I cannot thereby 
be deprived of property or liberty; but yet, you 
well know th at such a condem nation Irom what 
the statu te has denom inated the Departm ent of Jus­ 
tice IB oalcnlated to loiure me more than a verdict 
ol a Jury, and, as l have no appeal therefrom to 
a Suprem e Court, I have felt It my duty, declaring 
my Innocence, to make this p ro test against a de­ 
cision Which m ust alike have astonished and g rati­ 
fied th at foreign governm ent which, by its agents, 
has procured Its doposttlons against me. 
In conclusiou, I ask th at >ou will please furnish 
me with a copy 01 tbe "docum ents and deposi­ 
tions” upon which I and the Vlrginlus have been 
tried and condemned by tbe Attorney General, and 
th at you will also please notlfV me of tho tim e and 
idace when and where any other w itnesses are In 
this m atter to be exam ined and "subjected to 
cross-uxam lnatlou.” 
I send a copy of this letter by tho sam e m all to 
the Attorney General, and shall think It dne to 
mvsclf to make tbe same public on the day of Its 
probable receipt by you and him.

to be m stren g th and efficiency 
TUB SRVERRSr DRNUNCIAT10NS 
are heaped by the people on the heads of tho so- 
called "guardians of the peace,” and a general 
dem and 18 beginning to be mailc for a thorough 
reorganization when the new Common C ouncllla 
zwom In. In this Inztance, as In many others, the 
people are lavish in blame where It is least 
deserved.

On Wednesday last a steam tug moved ont from 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, bouud lor sandy Hook, 
Gommtssioued to bear orders irom Vice Admiral 
Kuwan to the Commander of tho man-of-war 
Juniata, tnen hourly expected, with the Virginius 
prisoners on board, directing th at no one, includ­ 
ing members of ttie press, should be allowed to 
communicate with the vessel or the people on 
board w ithout especial permission from headquar­ 
ters. An investigation, mvolvlnp an exam inauon 
01 the prisoners, has been determ ined on by tfie 
autlionuea at W ashington, and it was not thonght 
proper th at the situation of suoh prisoners and the 
stories they had to tell should be made public until 
It was completed. The tug proceeded to the ac­ 
com plishment of the task as.ngned it, and, it is to 
be pre.sumed, cruised about the entrance of tho 
harbor with as much comfort to those on board as 
the inclem ent w eather would perm it, it j-o hap­ 
pened, however, that the Juniata, with her inter­ 
esting lYetgbt, passed .Sandy Hook upou Sunday 
W lTllUUT BEING SIGHTED 
by the ex p ectan t tug. and, all uncousclourt of the 
im portant orders aw aiting her, moved up to yuar- 
autm e, and was there boarded, not only by the 
Doctor, but 
by certain ubiquitous 
Individuals 
yclept reporters, who were perm itted free access 
to the ship and the people on board, and wno 
spread the story they there learned oetore the 
world the followiug m orning. Uf the complete­ 
ness 01 the Herald account the world is aware. 
At Q uarantine It was ascertained th at there were 
no iniecilous diseases on board; but as two or 
three of the passengers were suffering severely 
from dysentery it was thought prudent u> send 
them ashore there. Tne ship then proceeded to a 
point off the B attery, where she anchored. About 
three o’clock she was boarded by United States 
District Attorney Bliss, Hon. Lyman lYemaLn and 
others ot official and semi-official character, and

I'M nautical miles to 
w indward and back, all yaotitsmen will remem ber 
as one of tbe m ost exciting uf the past season.

was also one of the m ost uusatisfactory of the 
year to the thousands who interest them selves in 
such amusem ents, as the Vision early retired from 
the contest, and the m any w agers depending on 
the result were required to stand uniil the final 
decision in the m atter should be given, .is imme­ 
diately following tho sailing day the owner of the 
Vision declared “it to be no race.” On the other 
baud, Mr. Bellng claimed that he had m ot all the 
requirem ents In the case, and tn at his yacht Meta 
was oniltled to be adjudged the winner. 
According to tho articles ot agreem ent, in case 
of the Judges appoliitad upon the raoe not agree­ 
ing, It was provided th at an umpire should be se­ 
lected, to whom the point or points tn dispute 
should be subm itted, and th at his decision should 
be final. The controversy assumed such a nature, 
and tbe m erits ol the case were so widely dis­ 
cussed, and that, too, with so much reeling, th at It 
was a lung time before there could be lound a

Mr. Alexandre, owner ot the Vision, 
subm itted th at there was no stakeboat a t the tu rn ­ 
ing point; th at when the Mela was unable to re­ 
tu rn she was 40 miles beyond the course, and then 
She virtually gave up the race us much as the 
Vision; th at the Meta violated one of the Brooklyn 
Yacht Club’s provisions (under wnlch the race was 
sailed) by returnm g w ith six persons less than 
she started. 
Messrs. William Krebs, Judge for the Vision, and 
Robert Dillion, lor tho Meta, on board the steam ­ 
boat Willium Fletchor, set forth in their siateuients 
the history of the race, and, upon coiiiparlsou, 
these were BuhstanUaily the sam e; but while the 
former claimed “No race, in my opinion,” Dllliou 
closed with, “1 claim the race lor the Meta, she 
having fairly won, according to the spirit ot the 
articles of agreem ent,” 
Me.ssrs. Earnest Wendt, judge for the Meta on 
the Vision, and UoppocK, judge for the Vision on 
the Meta, subm itted their versions of the case, and, 
winding up the list of papers were rejoiuuers, 
which each party had the privilege of m aking, irom 
Messrs. Krebs and Dillon.

One Hundred Young Girls Marched 
Through Broadway to Make 
a Public Holiday. 


JUSTICE 
BIXBY 
DISCHARGES 
THEM. 


The g ra n d rald of the Police Dopartm ent on the 
Sunday night ballroom, a t th e Union Assembljr 
Rooms, 
culm inated 
yesterdar. 
One 
hundred 
young girls and 200 men were paraded throngli 
the streets, between ton and twelve o’clock in the 
day, to the absolute diagnst of all well-mounlng 
people. 
Fifty young girls, a t least, were taken from the 
F ifteenth pfeclnct station house, la M ercer street, 
and 
m arched down Broadway, escorted by a 
platoon of police, in broad light of day. 
None of these girls were over ‘20 years of age. 
They were cbddren of honest, decent parenta, 
and 4» out of 50 ol them worked for a living in one 
or other of the num erous factories in the city. 
Soma of these girls felt iheir degradation s* 
keenly tb at they fainted on the way and had to M 
alm ost dragged along to enable them to rcaoh 
their destluaUon. It may be said here th at the 
policemen who had them In charge were not proud 
of ihelr work. 
During the procession of the poor 
unfortunate creatures to tho Tombs, Broadway, 
Uanal and C entre stree ts were lined with specta­ 
tors, as thougji some g reat m ilitary pageant was 
about to take place. On the way sensible and re­ 
spectable m eu and women In stores, In stages' 
and elsewhere 
denounced 
tne 
whole 
thing 
as a scandal and an outrage on 
publio de­ 
cency ; or, as a prom inent m erchant on Broadway 
fitly expressed It, “ Why should the whole city of 
New York be uncovered to the rald.s of thieves and 
vagabonds th at the Police D epartm ent m ight reap 
a little capit'al to Itself by the arrest of a few shop 
girls and working boys lor enjoying a little amaso- 
m ent on Sunday?” 
And it was also queried by the shrew der onea^ 
why was it tb at SO other m ost vile and Infamons 
resorts clustered in the vicinity, and In fact under 
the very nose of the PoUce Commissioners them ­ 
selves, were not disturbed. 
Questions similarly p ertinent to tne foregoing; 
m ight be heard on all sides, and it was evident 
th at the popular leeling denounced the action oí 
the authorities as u scandal and an outrage. 
Centre street, irom tho corner of Leonard 
stree t to far above Broome street, was one 
m ass of people, aw aitiuu the procession of Sun­ 
day night’s victim s to the Tombs. This crowd 
could only be denom inated as a hooting, howling 
mob, and the efforts of the police of the S ixth and. 
Fourteenth preclacts were unable to preserve 
o rder am ong them. Once in a while some father, 
m other, brother or sister would break out through 
this crowd to recognize some relative as she 


VVheu the procession 
reached 
the Tomb* a 
groat, 
mlscellaneons crowd of excitable aged 
women and men clamored at the gates for adm is­ 
sion, but a sturdy force of pollco kept them back. 
These people for the m ost p art were the lather* 
and m others of the boys and girls arrested, but they 
clamored in vain. 
It was clo-se upon noon when all the parties ar­ 
rested were in court. 
Justice Blxby sat on the 
bench. The young women were ranged on the left 
hand and tue meu on the right hand side of the 
bar. The

“Ob, my poor m o th er!” cried a lovely 
blonde haired girl of seventeen, “ what mthi you 
think of me now?” “ i can never go home now ,’» 
another exclaim ed, her eyes drenched in tears. 
“Judge, If you olease—oh. if you please. Judge—I 
have a inoUier and little sisters to support, and I 
win lose niy sltn atlo n : let me go. I didn’t think It 
was any harm In going th ere.” To all these appeal* 
IDs Honor was inexorable, b at said th at any of th» 
girls who could present any testim onials of good 
character he would release at once. Justice Blxby 
then commiUed them In default of ball lor their 
luture good oehavlor. 
The delendants were represented by Counsenor* 
Price. Hummel and Oliver, who say there is no 
ground upon which they can be legally held. Jus­ 
tice Blxby, while the m ale prisoners w ere in 
Court, called on the detective lorce there as­ 
sembled, and 
said to them , “Gentlemen, look 
around aud pick out all the thieves you can find 
and bring them before m e.” 
Almost the whole 
force of the Central Office was there, besides a 
num erous body yclept ward 
detectives, 
and 
tliough 
all 
these 
keen and 
astute 
gentle­ 
m en 
essayed 
their 
ntm ost 
skill 
and 
long 
memory, 
only 
one 
m an 
wa* 
selected 
to be arraigned before His Honor on a charge of- 
being a reputed thief. 
His nam e was 
John 
Connelly, and it was subsequently ascertained th a t 
he had been arraigned on grand larceny and ac- 
qm tted. There was a detective formerly employed 
a t Police H eadquarters whose favorite m otto waa 
th at “publicity bnys 
nothing.” 
W hether the 
confreres whom he has left after him listened 
to hts sage advice Is a question for those m ost 
deeply interested. 
The morbidly curious crowd hung around tho 
Tombs nU day long, ami not until the doors were 
shut and the outer gates were barred could they 
realize th at the show was over. Friend after irlend 
of the nuiortnnate prisoners passed in d n n n g th e 
afternoon, oaid the fine of $10 and brought out the 
loved one w ith them. At a little before lour o’clock 
a poor old silver-haired woman was Interceding 
w ith an officer at the gate, saying, “I w ant to g et 
X 
child out to-night; I borrowed $8, and th a t waa 
could g et.” Justice Blxby hearkened to h er 
tale, discharged her daughter and declined to take 
the proffered fine. 
Later In the evening Justice 
Bixbv, whose judicial sense and judgm ent have 
never been known to fail, discharged tho whole 
batch. They were so rejoiced th at they Indulged 
in a plcjwant snowball luslllade and thanked tlielr 
.stars tb at the whole thing ended after all so well. 


WHAT WAS IT— A DIYEftSlOY?

state and ExfCUtiTC Muddle. 


The Prflject of a Peace Conference Violated and 
a W ar Sitnaüon Initiated-D iplom atic In- 
Tolutíons, w ith Actual Caaeet Terribly 
CompUcated - Preridential Pipe Layw 
in g -B a ttle and Lou of Life. 


PANAMA, Dec. 21.18T3. 
m e muddle In Central Am erican politiCH con- 
tlauos, ireven the coniublon prcvluuHly exlutingls 
n et getting worse coniounded. 
Mr. Williamson, the United S tates Minister to 
Central America, and Mr. Corbett, the 
British 
Charge d'Affalres, recently left G uatem ala and 
paid a visit to Costa Rica, w here they arranged 
w ith Señor Guardia, the President of the latter Re­ 
public, for a peace conierence to U ke place in 
February, a t which rep resen tativ es of tne Ove Re* 
publics would bo present, and m easures should be 
adopted looking to a settlem ent of all boundary 
an d other questions likely to cause disturbance 
betw een the dltfcrent S ia tea 
Hardly, however, 
has the ink dried In which this peaceable intention 
w as proclaimed, when the sound of strife Is again 
heard, and the condlct has been of such a character 
th at, taken In connection w ith previous prepara­ 
tions, It is m ore than probable the long expected 
g eneral ouioreak will occur. 
RKVIKW OK TUB KX18TIN0 8ITCATI0N. 
To attem p t to keep track of the doublings and 
tu rn in g s of Central American politics and politi­ 
cians is extrem ely dim cult. Still, I will attem p t to 
describe w hat has now happened. 
The defeat of 
the steam ship General Sherm an fllibnsterlng expe­ 
dition by Honduras, w ith the assistance of troops 
from San Salvador and Guatem ala, had apparently 
kUled all interior opposition to the governm ent of 
the flrst-m entloned S ta te; but It appears th at 
there existed some laten t public feeling against 
the adm inistration of P resident Arias, as well as a 
w ant of en tire conn dence on the p art of his two 
allies th a t he was treatin g them fairly and above 
board. Gradually these two sentim ents have caused 
a com bination on the p a n of num erous Ilundure&os 
w ith th e allied governm euts, and a Señor I'onciauo 
Lelva has declared him self President, and, with 
th e assistance of Guatem alian and Salvadorian 
troops, he is now 
KKJHTINO HIS WAY INTO THE rRKmPBNCY. 
On the 12th P resident Gonxaiez, of Salvador, 
crossed, w ith about 400 men, four Gatling Kims and 
several small Krupps, trom the Salvadorian port of 
La Union over to m e Hondurlau Island of Amapala, 
situated about 12 miles from the latter, and a t­ 
tacked the forces of General ^ rlas which were 
there. They did n ot num ber over 2U0 m en, but 
they bad built breastw orks, and, w ith the aid of 
cannon, were able to keep off the attacking party 
lor about two hours. 
Over 60 m en were killed and wounded In the 
flght, which was term inated by the capture of 70 
Hondurlau prisoners—the rest having dispersed— 
d the occupation of the place by the Salvadorians. 
Some sacking is said to have occurred, a Mr. Denis, 
a Colombian, being am ong the sufferers. 
THE MARCH TOWARDS NICARAOOA AND ITS AIM. 
While these operations were taking place on the 
coast the two revolutionary leaders, Medina and 
Tinoco, who had started originally w ith the Inten­ 
tion of assisting a revolution in Nicaragua, changed 
th eir minds, and, m arching to the city of Tegu­ 
cigalpa, declared In favor of Señor Lelva as Pres­ 
id en t of Honduras. They subsequently Joined their 
forces with an expeditionary force of 1,000 m en 
from Salvador, and a t latest accounts w ere m arch­ 
in g on the capital, Coraayagua. It is m ore than 
probable th at ere now {.elva has been Installed as 
President. The result of the combined action of 
Guatem ala and Salvador against the governm ent 
of Honduras, w ithout consultation w ith their ally, 
N icaragua, caused the governm ent of the latter, 
on receiving inform ation, to im m ediately retire 
the troops they had In H onduras to prevent the 
spread, as It was supposed, of the revolution 
against Arias. A Minister was also despatched to 
Salvador ana Guatem ala to attem pt to arrange the 
difficulty threatened by these complications. It 
m ay be th at if Lelva becomes President of Hon­ 
duras, as he will merely be the Instrum ent of Guat­ 
em ala and Salvador, he will receive such arm ed as­ 
sistance from them as will enable him to hold hU 
position. 
ICKNABODT IN THE rBE.<nDENTIAL CHAIR. 
^T h e promise of General Guardia to abstain fTom 
SU acts tending to w ar may not be able to stand 
the pressure brought to bear by a kuowle<lge of 
What la occurring in the other repubUcs. He had 
already announced his Intention ol going to the 
front, and wlttt tnat object In view had resigned in 
lavor of the Vice President, Señor Salvador Gon- 
kales. Five days after the latter gentlem an took 
office General Guardia returned to the capital and 
uncerem oniously turned his successor out oi office 
and took charge again. 
Señor Gonzalez was rou- 
sequenUy compelled, for the beiient of his health, 
to take a trip, and is now In Panam a. On resum ­ 
ing office. President G uardia captured some three 
o r four lemllng men and sent them to an out of 
the way town nam ed Golfo Dulce. 
The prisoners 
w ere carried by sea on board the now notorious 
Montljo, which had gone to P unta A renas to be sold 
to the Costa Rlcau governm ent. 
WHAT MAY UAl'PEV. 
There Is a strong anil-w ar feeling In Costa Rica, 
and If Guardia persists in attem pting to carry out 
any of his bellicose Ideas ho will, in ail probability, 
be forcibly ejectea from the Presidency.

Conser-vatlYO MoTcment A gainst Precon­ 
certed Kevolutions—Citizen Idea of a 
French N ational Protectorate. 
P anam a. Dec. 21, 1873. 
Both the city and the sta te of Panam a are quiet. 
There are rum ors of an intended rising lu lavor of 
the conservatives In the Interior of the S tate, but 
•s yet they are w ithout conflrm atlon. 
From reliable, and H may be said official, sources 
It has been com m unicated here th a t the recent 
revolutions In this State and their pernicious In- 
ff jenoe on the Iroedom of the Interoccanlc transit, 
have excited a considerable am ount of dlscuesion 
in Bogota as to w hat would ue ihe best m easures 
to take for the future. 
The general opinion was 
th a t the Colombian governinout ought to declare 
th e S tate of the Isthm us national territory and take 
the governm ent of it dtrecUy Into Its own hamls. 
Ills also said th at the governm ent of the Union 
had made overtures to the French Minister in 
Bogota w hether France would not agree to e x e r­ 
cise a p rotectorate over the territory, to which 
the M inister leplled th at such a duty was more 
proper lor the United sta te s of America. 
On the Whole, In view of the Inteutlon of the 
C onstituent Assembly here In passing a law to de­ 
fine a zone of territory some 2o miles lu width, on- 
closing the line of railroad, with 
the 
object 
of excluding from It all arm ed revolutionary con­ 
tests, there 18 every prohaiuiity th at some action 
will be taken to secure the Iminnnitv oi the tran sit 
from Interruption and future em harrassm ent, and 
th a t could only be douc by giving :o the whole 
S tate a governm ent adapted to Its im portant posi­ 
tion.

The little town of Abancav Is «uuated fur aw ay 
over the Andes, near to the g reat interior city of 
Curco. 
It Is an unim portant place, com m ercially 
■peaking; but events have recently occurred there 
greatly tending tow ards a low ering of the popular 
appreciation of M. Pardo’s governm ent. 
In a 
country Uke the United .stales, w here election 
schemes are alm ost a m atter of school education, 
some interest will be attached to the following brief 
relation of the now wrinkle in political trickery 
attem pteil by the Prefect of th« D epartm ent ol the 
Apurlmac, of which Abancuy is a m odest portion. 
The people were about to be called together 
for the purpose of choosing their Congressiouiil 
representatives, when the Prefect suddenly dis­ 
covered th at an open enemy of the ailminlstrii- 
tlon, a son of Colonel H erencia /.evallos, who was 
killed by his escort in Fobniary last, was in the 
field as an aspirant to a seat In the legislative 
body, and with oxcellont prospects of snccess. 
Fully aw are of the dissatisfaction with which the 
victory of this m alcontent would ho viewed by the 
Lima cabinet, the Prelect Immediately cudgelled 
his brains to devise some m ethod of obtaining the 
defoat of the dangerous candidate.

A day or two alterw urus the SacimiaX, 
a journal warmly Hunnorting the a»lminisiration, 
recanted, and signlñed a mild dlslruat as to the 
authenticity of the complflt so cleverly combined, 
lu iiict, its n ex t num ber contained a letter Irom 
Abancay, laying open the m otive lor the con­ 
spiracy and clearly proving the rascality of the 
Prelect.

In the really serious crisis through which Peru 
Is now passing these occurrences are dangerous lu 
tne extrem e. The governm ent Is simply destitute 
or means. The widows, orphans and other innum ­ 
erable pensioners depending on the nntiunal treas­ 
ury for support are reduced to the utm ost straits. 
The banks, moved by a spirit of chanty, concede to 
the goveinm cut small sum s to pav off its most 
pressing em ergencies. 
The deadlock between Mr. 
Pardo and the financial agents of Hio Republic still 
continues, and the aspect ol affairs, promising and 
satisfactory a year ago. is now as niack as Erebus 
and as gloomy as a Newionndland tog.

THE IULL1K« OF ALEXIS A.\GELLOT. 


The Prisoner Held for T rial. 
Coroner Young yesterday held an inque.st In 
the case of Alexis Angellot, the Frenchm an, late 
of No. 34 Thompson street, who died from the 
effects of fracture of the sknll, canscd by being 
struck on the head with a stone, alleged to have 
been throw n at him by Thomas Corrigan, a m an of 
bad reputation. Below will be found a synopsis of 
Mie testim ony elicited:— 
Mary Angellot, widow of deceased, living a t No. 
93 Greeno street, deposed th at on the evening of 
the 1st of October she bad some alfflculty with the 
p risoner In her front room, at No. 34 Thompson 
s tre e t; C orrigan alleged tb a t she bad a shirt 
for the wash 
th at belonged to him, but she 
could not find It; he th en w anted her to lend 
him a shirt, as be had to go In the country 
ttiat 
night, 
and 
she 
replied 
th a t she did 
not 
lend 
other 
people’s 
clothes; 
Angellot 
then came from the back room and was abused by 
the prisoner, who applied some opprobrlons epithet 
and then Icit the house; soon afterw ard deceased 
w ent out on the stoop w ith his child when the 
witness saw a m an on the street have a stone In 
his hand, whereupon she called to her husband to 
come in. but In a m om ent he was struck on the 
head with a stone throw n by the m an whom she 
saw ; believe th at man was the prisoner, Thomas 
C orrigan; the m an ran away Into Grand street 
pursued by the deceased,, but the latter soon re­ 
turned and had blood on his h ea d ; he was up the 
n ex t m orning aud about a t his work till a week 
before his death, which occurred on the 28th qf the 
sam e m o n th ; deceased, after being Injured on the 
head th at night, had no trouble with any one else 
beiore ho dle«l; deceased sprained his foot In run- 
Ing after the m an who struck him with the stone. 
Charles H. Fassln, M. D., deposed th at on the 
night of the orcurrcnce he saw a man running up 
Grand street, closely pursued by the deceased; the 
prisoner looks like the m an be saw running aw ay;

Fasslu death ensued irom comnonnd fracture of 
the skull, us he dlscovorcU the fracture a t hia first 
visit. 
Mrs. Louise Boler, of Nm 160 Greene street, 
thought the prisoner looked Mke the one she saw 
in Mrs. Angcllot’s room on the night deceased was 
Injured, but she cannot positively Identify him. 
Michael Brennan, of No. 36 Thompson street, tes­ 
tified th at he saw a man throw a stone a t Mr. 
Angellot, bnt could not Ideutiiy him ; saw the m an 
looking about fur a stone, hut did not see him pick 
one n il; after throw ing the stone the m an ran away 
rapidly. 
Lizzie Poppe. of No. 40 Thomnson street, saw a 
m an pick up a stone and throw It at Angellot. who 
was struck in the face; thinks the prisoner looks 
like the man wno tnrcw the sto n e; saw a woman 
pick up the stone afterwards. 
The Captain of the Eighth precinct, testified that 
on Christm as day, he arrested the prisoner In 
Vandam street, on a w arran t Issued by Coroner 
Youug, and In a conversation charged him with 
coraiiiitilng an offence In the word, to which the 
pri.Honcr replied th at ho had done nothing in the 
ward since the trouble In Thompson stree t; the 
pn.'foncr looked different two months ago from 
what, ho does now ; ho was stouter and he had a 
rcfhler face. 
Deputy Coroner M.arsh, who|mado a post-m ortem 
exam ination, lostltled th at menlmrltls, from com- 
ptmnd fracture of the skull, was the cause of death.

It Is tru e there are some partisans who profess to 
believe th at he Is a m an ol very respectable attain­ 
m ents, but the opinion Is not based on his record 
a t the bar and upon the bench. He acquitted him­ 
self fairly In the Senate and upon the stum p, b nt 
those who have m et him before the Suprem e Court 
are not enthusiastic for his confirmation. He came 
unexpectedly to Hartford to argue tne Crddlt Mo- 
bihcr suit In o ar court room. The occasion was 
out' which w arranted a journey Irom W ashington 
by the first law officer of the governm ent. The 
cause had obtalnc'd great notoriety, aud a spe­ 
cial and 
unusual act 
of Congress had been 
passed to get th e question before the courts, a 
large sum of money was Involved, as well as prfn- 
ciples of no little moment. For the respondents 
an unusual array of eounsel appeared, Including 
some of the forem ost lawyers of tne nation. 
Everything abnnt the case was calculated to In­ 
duce the Attorney General to appear In person, 
and to pnt him ui>on his metal. He was certain to 
he widely reported, and a victory over the em inent 
gentlem en he was to contend with was sure to re­ 
dound to his lasting credit- His “argum ent” was a 
lallnre so wretched as to be painful to those who lis­ 
tened to him. He seemed notoniy poorly prepared 
for the great task he had undertaken, but to lack the 
m ental ability to grasp the real pith and m arrow 
of the case. The governm ent could not have been 
worse served U it nad resolved In advance to make 
a sham fight. 
Bnt. aside from W illiams’ Intellectual fteeblcness, 
very serious charges have been preferred against 
him. It Is not necessary to the purposes of this 
case th at he should he declared guilty of the Ir­ 
regularities laid at his door. It may he adm itted 
th at possibly he could escape a conviction by a 
Jury, and yet not stand acquitted at the bar of pub­ 
lic opinion. To say the least, one whose m oral 
elevation is so m oderate tb at such com plaints can 
be made against him by respectable m en, and 
against whom they can stand In doubt for w eeks, 
is not the m an for Chief Justice of the United 
Htatcs. He should he above suspicion even—a 
man whose character is so far above reproach th at 
no such charges as those preierred against Mr. WU- 
liams would he for a m om ent entertained. 
The President is noted for a sturdy adherence to 
his irlends, ami we have had occasion to commend 
him for the courage of nis oplulons; but In this 
case he has unquestionably made a m istake, 
and the m ost seemly thing he can do under 
the 
circum stances Is to w ithdraw 
the nomi­ 
nation and send In a stronger name. There 
arc 
half a 
dozen 
men In the country, the 
selection of either of whom would at once be re­ 
cognized as fit and proper. 
For the credit of bis 
adm inistration, to say nothing of the in terests of 
the country, the P resident cannot afford to make 
a m istake In an appointm ent which may lust, for 
good or evil, for a quarter of a century. 
We see It suggested In several Journals out of 
the S tate th at the Bar of Hartford should lead off 
with a rem onstrance against this appointm ent, 
and th at it would be likely to bring out so general 
an c.xpressiou of dissent from the legal profession 
of the country as to render conflrm atlon morally 
impossible.

out of $500,000. 
The whole history of the case, to­ 
gether with Its effect In bringing to the verge of 
ruin the ancient bank, and with It hundreds 
of depositors. Is already fam iliar to the readers 
the 
H e r a l d ; 
but 
a 
brief 
sum m ary 
will 
not be out of place. W oodworth was president of an 
extensive carpet m anufacturing company In New 
Brunswick, the stockholders and officers of which 
were also Intim ately and m aterially associated 
w ith the bank. Between Appleton and W oodworth 
quite on intim acy existed. Large sum s of money 
w ere advanced by Appleton to W oodworth on ac­ 
count of the carpet company ou security since 
proven to be worthless. It is said tb at Appleton 
m ade these advances by aud w ith the advice and 
consent of some of the bank directors. The upshot 
w as the suspension In Septem ber last of the bank. 
Through the public spirit of well-to-do citizens It 
w as placed on a sounder basis than ever. Mean­ 
while 
Appleton and Woodworth took 
flight.

Appleton, 
cashier, did, from rime to time, fraudulently rep­ 
resent to the directors of the institution th a t the 
moneys alleged to have been embezzled were 
loaned on good, sufflclent and ample security; and

Is based upon the alleged conspiracy of Appleton, 
W oodworth, and others unknown to the Grand Jiirv, 
to d e lra u d th e State Bank of $26,642 18 on, beiore 
or after the 26th of Decemlnr. 1872, by the same 
m eans as stated In the secoud count, and the last 
specifies fully the facts referred to In th e io u rth 
count.

The governm ent of 
Saxony has, however, taken an initiative step, a9 
the following letters will show. I vrill prefacd them 
with a few facts, kindly placed a t my disposal. 
In lUo year 1868 a certain Mr. W. H. AJIardt, o! 
Saginaw, Midi., an American citizen, received th a 
appolniinent as Em igration Agent for the S tate of 
Michigan, at a salary of $’2,uOO a year. 
He flrsc 
com m enced operations at Prankfort-on-the-M aln. 
where he pubiisued a Journal lor em igrants, en­ 
titled v e r Michigan weijwe.iaer, a weekly Issue, in 
the German language, devtdcd to giving accounta 
of the clim ate, soil and productions of the S tata 
of Michigan, and was dlstrihm ed very largely. 
Ha 
likewise published a pam phlet of some hundred 
ami tw enty pages on the sam e subject, which, pub- 
llshcd tor a few cents, found a large sale am ong 
the peasants, in the beerhouses, societies, Ac. 
After rem aining a year or two In Frankfort MrJ 
A llardt removed to Hamburg, aud last July he re­ 
moved again to Leipslc, Sa.xony, fTom which coun- 
try he has ju st been expelled, as the following cor.

In Uam'jurg to answ er to the charge of llbcUiug 
the Chancellor. The m atter has been pnt in the 
hands of one of the ablest attorneys. 
I will Inform 
you of the result In due time. 
I also received a 
letter from .Mr. Bancroft, dated November 6, w here­ 
in he iniorm s mo that he had seeu Mr. Von Nos- 
trltz (representative of the Saxon Governm ent a t 
the Court of Berlin), who e.xpres8ed his readiness 
to bring the m atter before his governm ent for inr- 
tlier consideration, and hopes you may encounter 
no immeitlate disturbance. 
In the m eantim e I 
have received a w ritten order from the police or­ 
dering me to leave Lelpsic positively on Monday 
next. I can for tne present go into any other p a rt 
of Germany, but of course m ust expect to be ex ­ 
pelled in course of time from any ol the States.

Iwdepewdeat OrltteUm 
and Theatrical 
M aaaseaaeal^Thc AdwcrlUlng Tricks 
of Baoha Showm en, 
Some years ago the New York theatres with­ 
drew the advertisements of their performances 
from the H e b a ld 's columns. 
It would be un­ 
interesting now to rocount the ostensible 
reason of this action, into which many re­ 
spectable theatrical managers were eotrced 
through a stupid rule in their society ; but 
the real cause was the disinclination of some 
of the less prosperous houses to pay the price 
of a H eb a ld advertisement, and at the same 
time to be compelled to submit to a just and 
independent criticism of the amusements they 
offered to the poblia The greater part of our 
citizens will remember the terrible crusade 
undertaken by 
these gallant Crummleses 
against this journal and the aithcring an- 
nouncoTuont Unit used to stare out in large 
capitals from the head of their play bills— 
••This establishment does not advertise in the 
New Yobb H eb a ld !" To be sure, we bore 
the loss of Uieir patronage with becoming 
patience 
and without injury, although a 
portion of our sympathizing contemporaries, 
while applauding the course of the managers, 
predicted all sorts of evil oonsequences to 
the journalist Of course we continued to 
notice aud criticise the performances at the 
several houses os a matter of news and pub­ 
lic information, praising where approval was 
merited and censuring where oensure was 
deserved- 
But before many months had 
elapsed the theatrical gentlemen disoovered 
that the absence of their advertisements fYom 
the H bbai-d’s columns damaged nobody but 
themselves, and they adopted the wise policy 
of confessing their folly and complying with 
the H e r a ld ’s rules. They have since learned 
that independent and intelligent criticism is 
of far more real value to manager and actor 
than purchased and inconsiderate puffery. 
We refer to this piece of personal history at 
this time because we notice that some of our ' 
contemporaries have admitted to their columns 
on untruthful statement of a matter which 
bears some slight resemblance to the incident 
alluded 'to above, although on a diminutive 
scale. 
A criticism recently appeared in 
the 
H e b a ld 
of an adapted sensational 
play produoed at the Union Square Theatre. 
As the play, tran.slated by Mr. Bouoicault, was 
advertised by the manager as an original 
drama, it was criticised accordingly, and the 
false pretence of the Cheap John showman was 
exposed. The author very properly disclaimed 
the credit of originality, bnt the criticism was 
distasteful to the managing Cmnimlos and to 
some of his performers. In accordance with 
our rule to allow fair play and full hearing to 
all sides, we published letters from Mr. Bou- 
cicault, from the manager and from cor­ 
respondents, some controverting and others 
endorsing the opinions of our critic. We even 
interviewed 
the strategic 
dramatist and 
allowed him the benefit of expressing his own 
views of his general talents and of this partic­ 
ular drama through our columns. It is imma­ 
terial to the subject whether the friendly or 
unfriendly criticisms were the more just As 
a rule, adverse criticism does not sting unless 
it is felt to be deserved. A WaDack, a Daly 
or a Booth would not be silly enough 
to attempt an interference with the criticisms 
of a public journal, however severe they might 
be, or indiscreet enough to undertake to prove 
that his “stage gentlenan” was not of the bar­ 
room lounger character by assuming the part 
of a cowardly ruffian in the public streets. 
It 
is enough that we gave both sides a fair hear­ 
ing, and certainly the controversy that grew 
out of the original notice of the play was remu­ 
nerative to the proprietor of the establish­ 
ment and could not have occasioned any new 
deficiency in its internal revenue department. 
The manager of the theatre, however, thought 
proper to write an impertinent letter, inso- 
lently claiming a censorship over oar editorial 
opinions, and menacing the H eb a ld with the 
discontinuance of the advertising and bill 
printing of the house if our criticism were 
not more favorable; in other words, unless we 
would consent to puff his theatre and per­ 
formances Instead of criticising them. Our 
reply was such as any independent journal 
would have made. 
We immediately ordered 
all advertisements of the Union Square Theatre 
to be excluded from the H eb a ld and the bill 
printing of the house to be discontinued forth­ 
with in our job office. 
The matter would be too insignificant to 
require notice so far as this theatre is con­ 
cerned; but rather than permit any meddling 
showman to interfere with our criticisms in 
any manner we wonld omit from our journal 
all dramatic advertisements, printing only 
such notiees as we might choose to print as a 
matter of news or of public convenience. These 
are the facts in the case. The silly statement 
of the manager that the H eb a ld refused the 
advertisements of his theatre because they 
were not of sufficient length ought not to 
need contradiction- It is natural enough that 
such an absurd story should be seized upon 
with avidity by those envious journals to 
which the H eb a ld is a Dightmare, disturbing 
their rest and diverting their attention from 
the proper management of their own busi­ 
ness; but no fair and intelligent contempo­ 
rary ought to have been misled by it. Indeed, 
we should have but an indifferent opinion of 
American journalism if we did not feel con­ 
vinced that all the reputable papers of 
the country 
will 
approve 
our 
action, 
and 
if we did not 
believe that 
they 
would 
have 
adopted 
exactly 
the 
same 
course under similar circumstances. 
There 
are, happily, but few instances in this coun­ 
try, at least among American journalists, in 
which envy of the superior merit and success 
of a oontomporary would blind a journal to 
the obligations which honor and self-respect 
demand of an independent and intelligent 
press. 
It is only justice to the theatrical profession 
to say that the true actor or the true manager 
never descends to the mountebank tricks 
which the management of the Union Square 
Theatre appears to regard as the perfection of 
professional smartness. 
No person would’ 
Buspecl Lester Wallack, Edwin Booth, Au- 
gustin Daly or any other genuine actor or 
manager of scattering free passes among 
editors, ^eporU■r^ clerks and office boys 
in a newnpaper establwhment 
and 
pre­ 
suming on the strength of these favors 
to dictate to the proprietor the charac­ 
ter of the criticisms in which the paper 
must indulge. Nobody wonld expect to find 
such gentlemen oonoooting quarrels with 
journals beyond their reach in order to obtain 
for Ouamtfm tod ikáx wum oba%o adrw- 


tisemente in other papera. Such mancenvres 
are happily confined to showmen who aro 
neither actors nor managers and who are not 
recognized as suoh in any honorable profes­ 
sion. Tliey are the common tricks of quacks 
of the buchu drama, borrowed from the tradi­ 
tional dodge of the English swell-mob at the 
Derby, who produce a disturbance through a 
bogus row in order the more easily to pick the 
pockots of the bystanders. 
As a rule the 
public may be sure that the sensations manu­ 
factured by these Cheap John showmen are 
designed to rob them of their money for a 
worthless show. 
A well conducted theatre, 
which deserves public patronage upon the 
merits of its performances and performers, 
requires neither to create sensations nor to fill 
its seats with free passes for the purpose of 
gulling the public. 
Indeed, our first class 
theatres would do well to abolish free passes 
altogether, as the HvrnALD has repeatedly ad­ 
vised. Wo have always condemned the tree 
pass system, whether in the case of journalists 
or of others, and our attacbtis are under 
instructions to receive no favors of the 
kind. If they depart from these instructions 
they disregard their obligations to the estab­ 
lishment they serve. 
A H eb a ld employA 
whether as editor, critic, reporter or in any 
other capacity, is expected to pay his way like 
other individuals, and wherever this rule is 
departed from the theatrical manager or who­ 
ever else may be induced to grant him favors 
without proper renumeration confers no obli­ 
gation on this office. 
A person who seeks free 
passes of any kind in the name of the H e r a ld 
may be set down os an impostor. 
We have 
repeatedly given this caution to the public. 
Nevertheless we are constantly advised of ad­ 
venturers who travel on railroads, live at 
hotels and pass into places of public amuse­ 
ment on the impudently false pretence that 
they are attachés of the H erat.d and as such 
entitled to consideration. 
So far as the 
theatres are concerned, we regard the free pass 
system to the press as an injustice to the 
public ; for its effect, beyond question, has a 
tendency to obstruct or prevent honest and 
just criticism. 
We make this explanation in justice to 
those respectable journals which have allowed 
themselves to be hoodwinked by the trick of a 
mountebank and have lent üieir columns to 
the justification of an insult to the press 
which they would have been prompt to resent 
had it been offered to themselves. At the some 
time, we fancy that we detect the old familiar 
presence of the talented Boucicault, like the 
trail of the serpent, fomenting journalistic 
quarrels in New York, as at London, for the 
sake of the notoriety which the dramatist may 
manage to obtain for himself in the midst of 
the disturbance. We would remind him, how­ 
ever, that there is a monotony in these stale 
expedients which makes them uninteresting 
and ineffectiva The most sensational drama 
grows wearisome and stupid by constant 
repetition. 
Boucicault has really established 
his reputation os a dramatist by the author-^ 
ship of some agreeable English comedies, and 
by the adaptation of many still more agreeable 
from the French, the true comedians of the 
world. 
He need no longer continue the 
mountebank games by which an almost un­ 
known but most industrious writer hastened a 
notoriety he was certain sooner or later to 
acquire, and a remuneration he oould not fail 
to eventually secure. 
He can assume now, if 
he wilJ, the position of a genuine dramatist 
Let him foster the ambition to write good 
plays, whose merits will commend them to 
the favor of intelligent men, and not seek to 
manufacture notoriety for indifferent ones by 
inspiring expediente to which only quacks 
should resort and which no respectable man­ 
ager would adopt 


T h e F a te o f an E m tobation A o e n t.— 
We publish this morning a letter detailing 
the arbitrary measures of the Saxon Ministry 
against an emigration agent of the State of 
Wisconsin, Mr. W. H. Allordt There has 
long been a decided feeling among officials 
of the Empire against permitting German 
subjects to leave the precincts of Germany. 
It is well known that the young Germans 
exhibit a growing dislike to the severe 
military service imposed by 
the organ­ 
ization 
of the army, and endeavor to 
escape it by corning to America to find 
homes of their own where they will be exempt 
from a course of life little to their taste. We 
imagine that this draining of the youth has 
more to do with the action of the German 
government than any fear of a general de­ 
population. It is no doubt a serious loas to 
Germany to lose, year in year out, large 
classes of her subjects, who leave with well 
filled purses and willing hands ; but we can­ 
not understand that it is either just or wise to 
endeavor to keep them at home by the expulsion 
of officials who, by the rights smstained by 
international laws, are simply doing an ap­ 
pointed duty, and one which every American 
will regard as an obligation of his citizenship. 


T h e R a ilw a ts and T h e ie W in ter F b e io h t 
C h aboes.—The lakes, canals and most of the 
rivers of the Northern States being locked up 
by ice for the winter the competing railway 
companies have put on the screws in the in­ 
crease of their freight charges, to take effect 
on the 1st of January. They have been, this 
time, some weeks later than usual in their 
winter schedules—a little scared, perhaps, by 
the formidable anti-monoply movements of 
the Western grangers, and, perhaps, a little 
apprehensive of some “regulation’’ from Con­ 
gress. 
But as Congress has not shown any 
inclination to grapple with our railway kings 
they have conclndod that the coast is clear, 
that they bold the field, that they can do as 
they please and that the grangers may help 
themselves, if they can. 
What say the grang­ 
ers? There are half a million of them. 
Are 
they really tied hand and foot? We should 
like to know. 


T h e Snow and t h e S t r e e t s .—A great snow 
in the crowded streets of a great city is a great 
nuisance. 
Even a moderate snowfall, like 
that of Saturday night last, is a serious ob­ 
struction to the general traffic of the streets of 
New York, as was apparent yesterday from 
the Battery to Harlem. 
But where is the rem­ 
edy? Id some machine, not for remoring the 
snow or heaping it up, but for melting it as it 
falls. This is what we want in New York-

Wo print this morning a despatch, special 
to the H eb a ld , regarding the condition aud 
prospecte ol the Spanish Kepnblio. The Cortes 
is to meet on the ‘2d of January, and such 
arrangements have been made that Serrano is 
expected to be placed at the head of the Ro- 
publia Serrano’s consent, it is reasonable to 
suppose, has been obtained; and it is under­ 
stood that the Spanish Republic under him 
will have a similar basis to that of Franco 
under MaoMohon. England, Prance, Prussia, 
Italy, aU are said to be pledged to the recog­ 
nition of the Republic if Serrano is placed at 
its head. Minister Layard has his papers all 
ready, and it is believed that bis instructions 
are to recognize the Republic whenever the 
opportune moment arrives. If the Reds should 
rise and oppose recognition it is expected that 
the Powers above mentioned will intervene 
against them as well as against the Carliste. 
We have long looked for some suoh iutelli- 
genoe as this from Madrid, and we have more 
than once indicated that some such solution 
was the only possible solution of the troubles 
which ore now exhausting the last energies of 
the Spanish people. Again and again have we 
said that the political factions were more self- 
ish than patriotic—more intent on the ad­ 
vancement of their own interests than on the 
advancement of the welfare of the nation. 
Since the downioll of Isabella Spain has made 
many experiments; but experiment after ex­ 
periment has failed, and the lesson which each 
of the experimente has left behind it is that 
the one thing needful in Spain is a compromise 
among the factions. 
It is our opinion that 
Prim meant weU by the Republic. He did his 
best to make it a success, and it was only 
when he found that it was impossible to make 
the Republic compatible with the unity of the 
nation that he accepted the idea oí monarchy 
and began to seek out for a new dynasty. 
All 
the world knows how Prim perished and how 
his monarchy failed. The monarchy which 
he was the main instrument in establishing 
was as little acceptable os his republic. 
Since 
the retirement of Amadeus of Savoy the 
Republic has had the field very much to itself; 
but in place of revealing strength and unity 
•it has been revealing weakness and discord, 
and bringing republican institutions into dis- 
grace and contempt in Europe. The govern­ 
ment of Amadeus, although not universally in 
favor, was strong enough to preserve the sem­ 
blance of national unity. Under him there 
were no intransigentes, and he found it not 
difficult to put down the Carlists in the north. 
The Republio has blundered on under a vari­ 
ety of leaders. It was believed that the right 
man had been found when Castelar accepted 
the reins of power. Castelar, however, has 
proved os much a failure as any of his prede- 
cofisors. Salmerón and Figueras cannot act 
with him. The Republio is weak and appa­ 
rently impossiblo because republicans cazmot 
agree. The fault is not the fault of Castelar 
any more than it was the fault of Amadeus. 
The Republic is a failure os the constitutional 
monarchy under Amadeus was a failure, be­ 
cause Spanish politicians hitherto have not 
been able to agree to a compromise. 
The new departure, if carried out, points to 
bettor things. Spain, it is to be hoped, has 
learned a lesson from France. 
France is not 
a monarchy ; it is not yet a republic. 
Under 
a compromise government Franco prospers ; 
and in that country the conviction grows that 
a nation may prosper and be contented with­ 
out Emperor, constitutional 
monarchs or 
kings by divine right and the grace of God, 
and yet not be a republic in the Communistic 
sense of the word. 
The compromise principle 
owes much to the genius and industry of ex- 
President Thiers; but compromise is in­ 
carnated in President MacMahon. Castelar 
has 
but 
feebly 
enacted 
the 
part 
of 
Thiers. 
Serrano 
is 
the 
only man 
in 
Spain 
capable 
of 
playing 
the 
part 
of MacMahon. The great defect of the 
Spanish Republic has been its feeble hold on 
the army. 
Its leaders have not been military 
men. The army knows them not. 
As Mac­ 
Mahon has the confidence of the armies of 
France, so Serrano has the confidence of what 
soldiers still remain in Spain. 
We have no 
desire to see another Holy Alliance dictating 
to and dominating Europe; but no one can 
deny that the European Powers have been 
patient with Spain; and if, with the approval 
of these Powers and the consent of the Span­ 
ish people, Serrano becomes to Spain what 
MacMahon is to France, we know no one who 
will have any reasonaable cause of complaint 
As we have said before more than once we 
•say again. If Spain cannot save herself, she 
ought not to complain if salvation is brought 
to her by her friends.

From time to time our citizens are startled 
by a police revival, which generally takes the 
form of a raid on some more or less notorious 
place of resort. It is somewhat of a puzzle to the 
ordinary citizen why places of illegal resort 
should be allowed to grow under the eyes of 
the police to such proportions that it requires 
a small army of policemen to break up the 
particular saloon or meeting place which may 
have fallen under the displeasure of the police 
magnates. Nor does thcr*) appear to be any 
rule by which these raids or revivals take 
place nor any clew to the motives to which 
they are to be ascribed. 
We 
do not 
understand 
spasmodic virtue, and when 
its practice leads to arbitrary and unjust acts 
we hasten to condemn it 'fhe raids on policy 
houses, gambling dens, saloons and such like 
places of doubtful character do no good under 
the present sj-stcm of fillnl repression. 
On 
the contrary, they serve to give them a 
notoriety that aids ratlier than discourages 
their dishonest practices. It is notorious that 
the action of the police on those occasions 
when such a parade of virtue is made is often 
capricious, and it is even suspected that un­ 
worthy personal motives influence their action 
as much as zeal for the public service.

desire earnestly the total KUpprassion of 
those

which 
exercise 
such 
a 
baneful 
influence 
on

youth, 
but 
we 
do 
not 
believe that any good can be effected by an 
unequal and capricious enforcement of the 
law. We want to see justice done so that it 
shall command tho rnspect and approval of all 
order loving citizens. 
II must be invested 
with dignity and a character of judicial oalro- 
nefli equally removed from toleranoe of vioe 
and the eensattoDal humbug of “midiiig.“ 
If 


there would be no cause, as there la no excuse, 
for tho soenes which accompanied the latest 
police exploit It is monstrous that a place 
of public resort condemned by tho law should 
bo allowed to remain open in defiance of the 
law, and invite the presence of a portion of 
the public to an entertainment of an illegal 
charaoter. Many persons must enter such a 
place without any suspicion that they are vio­ 
lating the law. 
It is, therefore, monstrous 
that a mob of policemen should be at liberty 
to burst in among an assemblage of citizens, 
which has come together with the tacit sanc­ 
tion of the police authorities, and carry 
off to 
prison the innocent and guilty. 
Such 
an 
abuse 
of 
power 
would not 
be 
tolerated 
in 
the 
most 
despotic 
coimtry having tho smallest claim to be con­ 
sidered civilized. 
It is well known that the 
city swarms with gambling houses and other 
vile dons which exist in defiance of the law. 
These places arc well known; 
the men 
who thrive on the plunder of tlie victims 
are tho pals and the boon companions of the 
police; hence no virtuous impulse over induces 
tho representative of the law to seize on 
those enemies of society and maroh them, 
in broad daylight, down tho chief thorough­ 
fare of the city, to be jibed and pelted at 
by a mob of idle loafers. Suoh treatment is 
reserved in this free city for the poor work 
girl guilty of the awful crime of dancing 
on Sunday evening.

long as

The ar­ 
rest and prosecution of the keepers of suoh

law and the closing up of the resorts 
themselves would be the simplest and most 
effective means of suppressing all forms of ob­ 
jectionable assemblage. The poUoe might bo 
deprived under such a policy of mivny oppor­ 
tunities of proving their virtue, but the citi­ 
zens would bo consoled by the reflection that 
they were spared many scandalous exhibitions 
which are a blot on our city and a re­ 
proach to our boasted civilization.

O u t special despatches from Washington 
show that the administration has resolved to 
abandon tho liberal policy the government has 
pursued throughout the history of the Repub­ 
lic with regard to people struggling for repub­ 
lican freedom on American soil, and that, 
strange to say, with the pretext of supporting 
republicanism in Europe. 
We refer to the 
appointment of Mr. Cushing as Minister to 
Spain and the reasons assigned for that ap­ 
pointment Those despatches, if they needed 
any corroboration, are confirmed by the tone 
of the administration press, as well as of the 
Bohemian press, which is understood to be in 
tho pay of Spain. All, in concert, state sub­ 
stantially that the object of Mr. Cushing’s 
mission is to crush the insnrreotion in Cuba, 
and that the administration will act here 
against the patriot Cubans and their sympa­ 
thizers in accordance with the action of Mr. 
Cushing at Madrid and 
the 
policy it 
has determined 
to 
pursue. 
Of course 
some 
little 
regard 
is 
shown, 
however 
hypocritically, to the generous and natural 
sympathies of the American people, and the 
pacification and future prosperity of Cuba is 
spoken of os a result. This pretended regard 
for the interests of Cuba and for the poor 
Cubans, who have struggled successfully for 
nearly six years against the worst and most 
cruel despotism that ever disgraced modem 
history, is intended only to oover up the real 
object Heartless, unrepublican and impoli­ 
tic as the course of the administration is to 
the Cuban patriots, its shallow pretences and 
cowardice in succumbing to Spanish intrigue 
and interests must in time do more than any­ 
thing else to overwhelm it with infamy. 
All 
the diplomatic palaver that can be used can­ 
not in the end deceive the American people or 
destroy their generous sympathies. 
Of Mr. Cushing and his groat abilities 
we are disposed 
to express admiration, 
as, indeed, wo have; but considering his 
hostility to the Cubans and the prevailing im­ 
pression, right or wrong, that as an agent of 
the Spanish government, under the monarchy 
as well as under the Republic, and having in­ 
terests which make him inimical to the 
Cubans, it will be understood generally that 
tho whole policy of 
the 
government is 
to bo reversed and that this country is 
to become virtually the ally of Spain to sup­ 
press the insurrection in Cuba. 
True, Ameri­ 
can troops may not be sent to tho island to 
co-operate with tho Spaniards; bnt the aid to 
be given, as indicated in our Washington 
news, by the administration and a portion of 
the press, will bo no less effectual. This is the 
most terrible ordeal in prospect tbo Cubans 
have bo contemplate and prepare for. 
If they 
show the courage and determination mani­ 
fested during the last flvo years they may de­ 
feat this infamous coalition of the republican 
government of America with their Spanish op­ 
pressors. Should they succumb they had 
better abandon their native island, for they 
can expect no mertry from the Spaniards or 
eousideration from the existing government of 
tbo United States. 
I d fact, tho American 
government, if even it bad tho disposition to 
serve them, would be frustr.ited by the trick­ 
ery and superior diplomacy of the Spaniards. 
We regret that, under the fireumstanceH, we 
can offer them no advier'. 
It 
for them, 
after considering their resources, to ilotormine 
whether they will fight it imt to the bitter end 
or sacrifice themselves and their native land 
to the merciless Simniards. 
Heretofore the American government, un­ 
der the administration of different parties, 
has followed the generous sentiment of the 
people, and has morally, if not materially, 
given its support to every people warring 
against their despotic oppressors, especially 
where tho object bos been to estublish a re­ 
publican or liberal government. 
Wo may re­ 
fer to Poland, Hungary, Greece and other ooun- 
triea of tho Old World. 
Material aid even has 
beea foniiahed by our people with the sano- 
tioB ot ooonivBaoa of the govonuaeni.

free nations have done the 8aln^ and partió» 
larly England, when it has suited her policy. 
In American affairs, or with regard to ths 
colonies or States of America, our govornmeul 
and people hare always manifested a greater 
interest, and have invariably onoouregod the 
efforts for freedom from European rule and U 
establish republican institutions. This really 
was 
the 
fixed policy of our country. 
It 
is 
hardly 
ncccasary 
to 
appeal la 
history in support of the fact The Mouroa 
doctrine, so stoutly maintained up to the 
present time, and the whole policy of tho Re­ 
public show that. The people have looked 
forward constantly to the time when all 
America would become republican and inda- 
dependent of European rule. There was a 
noble sentiment and natural ambition in this. 
Then our commercial and material interests 
were involved in it But now we have become 
great—one of tho greatest Powers in the 
world—the Republio has abdicated the 
and position held in former and better days. 
Corruption and selfishness, which have dons 
much to demoralize the people in home mat­ 
ters, have destroyed in a measure that nobla 
sympathy for others struggling against despot­ 
ism which characterized the public and gov­ 
ernment formerly. 
The Castelar govormuont! the Republic of 
Spam! cry out the Spanish agents and ths 
government and press under their influence. 
We must save the Republic of Spain! ú 
their concerted and reiterated cry. Is not 
the Republic of Cuba more important to us ? 
While we wish to see the Republic in Spain 
established the prospect is doubtful, and if 
established th%re is not the least probability 
that either slavery would be abolished in 
Cuba or that despotism in the island would 
cease. Spanish rule there has been the same 
under all changes of government in Spain, 
and will continue to be sow The Spaniards go 
there to take away the riches of the Cubans 
and to govern them inexorably, and it will bo 
80 always. Castelar may intend well; but ho 
is one man, and powerlesa At all events, ho 
is only a Spaniard. Let not the American 
people and government be deceived. Thera 
is but one way to end slavery in Cuba and tho 
endless trouble this country has and would 
have with regard to that island, and that is 
its absolute independence of Spain.

The groat struggle between capital and 
labor in England has developed a most extra­ 
ordinary organization among the capitalists— 
nothing less than a trade union of masters 
who employ over 2,000,000 laborers to re­ 
sist the encroachments of the employed. 
That such a combination is possible in Eng­ 
land is not surprising, nor would it be mors 
astonishing to find the capitalists in America 
demanding a similar federation. 
On tho one 
hand labor in the United States is a republi­ 
can despotism compactly organized 
into 
unions tributary to a general legislative or 
supreme body. This organization not only 
controls those who are within it but also thosa 
who are without; and, while there is no doubt 
that the demands of American trade unions 
have often been excessive and unnecessary, 
we arc not disposed to coihplain of their gen­ 
eral operations. 
On the other hand capital 
has been autocratic also, refusing “on prin­ 
ciple" to accede to demands which would 
ultimately 
full 
on 
the 
public 
and 
not 
on the 
employer or mannfaoturer. 
All the strikes, all the wasted industry and 
drunken idleness, all tho bitter recriminations 
and violent remedies have grown out of the 
unhappy conflict of these two inelastic, non- 
yielding copartners ; and they are in copart­ 
nership, for without one the other could not 
exist. In England they are trying to produce 
harmony between these two forces, but as to 
how far the movement of “The National Fed­ 
eration of Associated Employers of Labor” 
will succeed we cannot, of course, say. ‘ The 
society is professedly organized to counteract 
the influence of the trade unions ; it wUl 
defend capital against the unjust demands of 
labor, whether by legislation or by strikes. 
They propose to establish newspapers, watch 
the proceedings of Parliament, encourage 
non-unionists, and endeavor “to give to edu­ 
cation, intelligence and capital their fair share 
of influence in the constituencies.” 
Of 
course, all this means war, organized war; 
and it is to this ultimatum that the struggle 
must arrive in America. There is a differ­ 
ence between the English and American la­ 
borer alwajrs. Hero it is safe to say that he 
is three hundred per cent more intelli­ 
gent, and a thousand become prosperous 
citizens 
where 
one 
in 
England works 
out 
of 
the 
rut 
of 
perpetual, 
swea^ 
toil; so that in no case can the future strug­ 
gle be termed one between “intelligence and 
ignorance” on this side of the Atlantic. The 
movement 
in 
England will 
undoubtedly 
prove infectious; for the organizotion of one 
great interest, as opposed to another, ia 
generally followed by a consolidation of 
power equally zealous and determined. W® 
do not see why it should not come, and then 
the issue would be squarely made and capital 
and labor would clearly understand each 
other. But two such bodies placed in per­ 
petual antagonism would necessitate the con­ 
struction of a tribunal of appeal, to which 
the two intcroflte might carry their irrecon­ 
cilable disputes. 
By this means the public— 
that public which always suffers, suffers by 
eight hour laws, railroad strikes, the stoppage 
of travd or tho inanity of any branch of in­ 
dustry—wonld find some measure of proteo- 
tirm. 
With the English copitaliste an enor­ 
mous influouce surrountis their debut in this 
their first campaign, and the wealthiest and 
oldest manufacturer» have given the federa­ 
tion their support. 
Whatever may be tb® 
outgrowth, it is interesting to note tliat the day 
of tbo great tournament is approaching.

Neither hollow promises of future freedom 
mor fraudulent substitution of a system of

If the good relations between the 
two countries are to be renewed it must be

The moment is a pro- 
•pitious one; the arrogant slave power has

«noe on the government of Madrid, and, should 
An attempt be made to resist the promulgation 
o f laws abolishing slavery, the United States 
government, with the full sanction of the 
¡people, would give its moral and material aid 
to the Eepublic of Castelar.

This 
critical point Mr. Davenport has already passed, 
aud these demands he more than meets. li u 
would be ungracious to insist upon something new 
from him It would be still more so to ignore the 
strength, the delicacy, the refinement, the dignity, 
the artistic conscience which distinguish most of 
his characterizations irom the vast majority of 
those of other star performers who arc nut without 
m erit. 
Mr. Davenport’s performance last evening was 
as brave as it was strong, sw eet and genial, it 
was brave because the other three attributes were 
m alntalued aud co-ordinated in the presence of 
very unfavorable conditlon.s. The principal actor 
himself was auiTering from a cold, wnich veiled a 
voice Chat has always been rem arkable lor its 
sonorous beauty. The demand made upon him 
was th at of peisonatlng a youth abounding with 
anim al strength and animal spirits and with a 
tem peram ent to which joy is as natural an ap­ 
panage as odor la to the flower. Our rem arks 
will not be m isconstrued into unklndcess when we 
say that this representation does not require leas 
effort now on the part of Mr. Davenport than It 
did 20 years ago. The will, the pride, the vanity, 
the ambition, the artistic passion of an a> com- 
pllsheu actor whoso trium phs are mostly those of 
the past will do much tow ard im itating that 
youthiuinesH, the lo.ss of which Mr. Stoddard mu­ 
sically tells us is “a wound no alter gladness can 
ever wholly heal.” But these attributes, uuiied 
with all the mechanical and cosmetic arts 01 the 
stage, cannot do everything, and a t the very best, 
under such circumstances, a shadow ol pensive­ 
ness Is apt to fall from the observer's mind across 
the sunshine of the actor’s art. It was so last 
night. Mr. Davenport’s Rover possessed every 
beauty which art and experience could give U. and 
It lacked that beauty lor which no a rt and experi­ 
ence can ever completely atone.

th at rich and happy tem peram ent whose exhihra- 
tion was chilled only by the spectacle of injustice 
and cruelty; all these were verv picturesquely and 
flnelv portrayed, not in undetached phases, like ele­ 
gant extracts irom the book 01 individual charac­ 
ter, but 80 as to compose a perfectly artlculateU 
and orgauic whole, lull of th at symmetry which 
belongs to a woU-cousiciered structure.

The rum ors extensively circulated w ithin a few 
days as to the prevalence of typhoid lever in the 
.state Prison a t sing Sing have caused intense ex­ 
citem ent among the relatives of tbe prtsoneni 
confined there, and the authorities at the prison 
have been frequently w ritten to on the subject by 
persons In >ew York. 
W arden Uubbell, being interview ed npon th e 
subject, stated th at a num ber of the convicts bad 
been seriously HI, and some had died. Ho satd 
they had discovered an unhealthy sitop in tne 
prison which all the cases sprang from. 
This led 
to an exam ination, and one of the drains under 
tbe shop was lonnd to be obstructed with a horrid 
m ass 
ol decomposed vegetable 
and 
anim al 
m atter. 
This drain led into a sewer, and all 
the w ater with which the men washed their 
dirty hands on leaving work ran into it. The floor­ 
ing was aU taken up and replaced w ith new tim ­ 
ber, and the drains were also cleaned out, .AC 
least calculation over a cart load of filth was ta k ea 
out of the place. The Warden knew n o th m g o f 
this pestuencc breeding spot until the prisoners 
began to be taken sick one after another. 
1 wo died. Tlielr names were Fritz Ernest, from 
New York, and Lawreuce Erhardt, who was in for 
six years. E rhardt was from M ornsanla, and was 
convicted a t White Plains of m anslaughter. He 
wa* the w orst case the doctor had, but the doctor 
thinks he mitrht have saved his Uie if his wife had 
kejit away. Her presence excited him too much. 
These were the only two deaths by lever. A to n e 
time sicf.ac88 was so bad that orders were given to 
put the lazaretto lu habitable condition. The laz­ 
aretto is way up on tbe hill, but is in poor order, 
and could »not be occupied w ithout extensive re-

were seriously ilL

At the further end of the ward, half sitting and 
half reclining on an extem porized easy chair, was 
Siukes.

“Come, sit down by me if you ain’t 
afraid of typhoid fever, and tell me all the new s; 
lor we don’t see any papers here and don’t know 
anything more tb at’a going on in the world than if 
we were burled.” 
“How’s your health?” queried the rep o rter. 
“Oh, very bad; I am suffermg terribly yet irom 
asthm a, but hope to oe about soon. We don’t have 
many comforts here; It’s nut mucn of a place for 
dissipation.” 
lu answ er to a question about the typhoid fever 
stokes said It had been very bad. 
“ You see those 
empty iron bedsteads over there,” said he,, point­ 
ing across the room ; “ well, their occupants w ent 
away a low evenings ago. I woke up Just after 
they diiKl. and it didn't seem more than five 
m inutes to me after the breath left their bodies 
before the whole atm osphere of the ward was filled 
wiili a dreadiul and horrible smell. 
Before the 
boxes could be brought up and the bodies put in 
them the smell was so offensive th at I becam e 
almost deathly sick. The place was sprinkled w ith 
carbolic acid and byclilorlde of lime, and all th e 
clothing of tne dead men, with tbe bedding and 
beds, were borned in the prison yards. T here's 
two other young fellows over there now who cam e 
near foUowing the others Into the valley of tbe 
shadow or death, and they may go yet. 
There 
were several others sick, i d on't know how m an v ; 
but i believe tliey got well. 
One m an has oeen 
taken down stairs.” 
Btokes said he had been assigned to duty by tho 
Warden, and had to keep a complete record of all 
Hie prisoners’ names, ages, descriptions, for w hat 
convicted and how long—In fact, the entire books 
of tho prison, except the fluauclal records. 
Dr. iTlme said that m e lover was of a very dan­ 
gerous type; but, now th a t the cause was removeo, 
lie lielleveil the sickness would sowfl disappear. 
Disinfectants had been freely used ttiroughont the 
prison, and he believed there wa.*an ondof tvphoid 
icver. In his previous prison practice of m any 
y ears he had three cases, but none tvere as violent 
as the presenL
